MU. FOSTER TO MR. MONRO*. 
Washington, May 30, 1812. 


S ir —•Notwithstanding the discour­ 
aging nature of tho conversation, which 
1 had the honor to have with you a few 
days since at your office, und the cir­ 
cumstance of your continued silence in 
regard to two letters from me, furnish­ 
ing additional proof of the existence of 
the French decrees, nevertheless there 
does now appear such clear und convinc­ 
ing evidence in the report of the Duke 
of Bassano, dated the ¡Oth of March of 
the present year, of those decrees hav­ 
ing not only never been rescinded, but 
of their being recently extended and 
aggravated, in the re-publication of them 
contained in that instrument, that i can­ 
not but imagine it will seem most im­ 
portant to the President, that it should 
be communicated to Congress without 
delay, in the present interesting crisis 
of their deliberations, and therefore 
hasten to fulfil the instructions of my 
government, in laying before the govern* 
mcnt of the United States the enclosed 
Moniteur, of the 16th of last March, in 
which is contained that Report, as it was 
made to the ruler of France and com* 
municated to the Conservative Senate. 


This Report confirms, if uny thing 
were wanting to confirm, in the most 
unequivocal manner, the repeated asser­ 
tions of Grcat-Britain, that the Berlin 
and Milan Decreoa have never been re­ 
voked, however some partial and insi­ 
dious relaxations of them may have boon 
made in a few instance a as an encourage- 
mjpjpSIP&merlOtt -to adopt a sy-aic m he * 
neucial to France and injurious to Great* 
Britain, while the conditions on which 
alone it has been declared that those 
decrees will never be revoked, are he?e 
explained and amplified, in »manner to 
leave us no hope of Bonaparte having 
uny disposition to renounce tho system 
ot injustice which he has pursued, so 
as to make it possible for Great-Britain 
to give up the defensive measures she 
has been obliged to resort to. 


I need not remind you, sir, how often 
it has in vain been urged by Great-Bri- 
i 
tain, that a copy of the instrument should 
be produced, by which the dccrecs of 
Bonaparte were said to be repealed ; 
aiid how much it has been desired, that 
America should explicitly state, that 
she did not adopt the conditions on 
which the repeal was offered- 


It is now mauilest, that there was 
never more than u conditional offer of 
repeal made by Franco, which we had 
a right to complain that America should 
have asked us to recogniz« an absolute, 
and which, if accepted in its extent by 
America, would only have formed fresh 
matter ol complaint, und a new ground 
for declining her demands. 


America must feel that it is impossi­ 
ble for G rcat-lintain to rescind her 
Orders in Council, whilst the French 
Decrces are officially declared to remain 
in force, against all nations not sub­ 
scribing to the new maritime code pro­ 
mulgated in those decrces ; and also 
without something more explicit, on 
tho part ol America, with regard to her 
understanding as to the conditions an­ 
nexed by France to the repeal of those 
Decrees.— For, after what has passed, 
unless a full and satisfactory explanation 
be made, on both these points, Great- 
Britain cannot relinquish her retaliatory 
system against France, without imply­ 
ing her consent to the admissibility of 
the conditions in question. 


These observations will, I am sure, 
appear sufficiently obvious to you, sir, 
on perusing the enclosed paper. 


It will be at ouce acknowledged, that 
this paper is a re-publication of the Ber­ 
lin and Milan decrees, in a more aggra­ 
vated form, accompaned as it is with an 
extension of all the obnoxious doctrines 
which attend those decrees, inflamed 
by a declaration, that Bonaparte has 
annexed to France, every independent 
state in his neighbourhood, which had 
eluded them ; and that he was proceed­ 
ing against all other maritime ports of 
Europe, on the pretence, that his sys­ 
tem could not be permanent and com 
plete, so long as they retained then* 
liberty, with regard to it. 


i he outrageous principle here avow 


ed, connects itself obviously with the 1 
proposition too much countenanced by 
Amcrica, that the continental system of 
Bonaparte, as far as it operates to the 
confiscation of neutral property on 
shore, on the ground of such property 
being British produce or manufacture, 
H a mere municipal regulation which 
neutral or belligerent nations have no 
right to resent, because it docs not vio­ 
late any principle of the law of nations. 


It is unnecessary to rccttr to the va­ 
rious arguments,Jjy which it ha« been 
shewn, that this s||te m does not fertakr 
of the character of municipal # 
tion* which neutral or belligerJn 


^gulu- 


gerent na­ 
tions have no right to resent, bcoause it 


! of the law 
does not violate any principle of t 
of nations ; but that it is a mere war- 
measure, directed with the most |iosiilc 
spirit against Great-Britain t And in 
order to extend this system, on the prin­ 
ciple of municipal regulation) «11 the 
ights of independent neutral nations 
are to be violated, their territories to be 
seized without any other cause of war 
whatever, but that they may be incor­ 
porated with the French nation, and 
thence becoming subject to her« rights 
of the dominion, receive the continental 
system as a municipal regulation of 
France, and thus the mere possibility of 
non-compliance with the whole of the 
system, is made the ground for the oc­ 
cupation or invasion, the incorporation 
or extension of every Stale where the 
French arms can reach. 


C teat-Britain cannot believe that 
America will not feel a just indignation 
at the full developement of such a sys 
lem—a system which indeed Bonaparte 
has partially opened before, and has in 
the instances of the Hanacalic towns, 
oi Portugal and other countries, carried 
into complete execution, but which he 
has never completely unfolded in all us 
extent until the present m om ent; and 
iu what an insulting and preposterous 
shape docs he now attempt to bring 
lor ward and promulgate this code 
which he is to iorce upon aB nations 
—-He assumes the Treaty of Utrccut 
to be in force, and to bo a law binding 
upon all nations ; because it stilts hi« 
convenience, at this moment whfn the 
navy of France is driven from the ocean, 
to revive the ^doctrin^ pf * |re C ¡mips 
making free goods," he has recourse 
to a treaty no longer in force, m which 
such a stipulation existed—a treaty 
which, by his own express refusal at 
Amiens to renew any of tho ancient 
treaties, was not then revived as even 
binding on Great-Britain and Prance, 
butweeu whom alone &s parties to it, 
and only while they were at peace with 
each other could it ever have had any 
legal efTect i yet even this treaty is too 
narrow a basis for his presont preten­ 
sions, since he cannot find in it his rule 
for limiting maritime blockades to for­ 
tresses actually invested, besieged, and 
likely lo be taken } no provision of any 
description having been made in thui 
treaty, either for continuing or regulat­ 
ing blockades. 


Surely, at such an instant, America 
will not urge Great-Britain to abandon, 
or to soften any precautionary, any re­ 
taliatory rights, against such power.-— 
The British government not only feels 
itself imperiously bound to defeud them, 
as they respect Great-Britain, with all 
igor, but to call upon every natiou to 
resist such exorbitant pretensions. 


If Great-Britain, at such a moment, 
were to relax her Orders in Council a- 
gainst France, would not all other na­ 
tions have reason to complaitf, that the 
common cause was abandoned f 


America must feel that Bonaparte is 
not acting, as indeed he never has act­ 
ed with any view of establishing prin­ 
ciples of real freedom, with respect 
to navigation; but it is merely en­ 
deavoring to cloak his determination, 
if possible, to ruin Great-Britain, by 
novel demands aud rejected theories 
of maritime law ; and America must 
see, that Bonaparte’s object is to ex­ 
clude British commerce from every 
coast and port of the continent; and 
that in pursuit of this object, trampling 
on the rights of independent states, he 
insultingly proclaims his determination 
to effect it by direct invasion of those in­ 
dependent states, which he as insulting­ 
ly terms a guarantee, thus making the 
most solemn and s-vi ed term in the 
law of nations synonimous with usurp­ 
ation of territory and extinction ofinde- 
pendence. 
America must see, that as 
¡dl the states hitherto in his power 
huve been seized ou to guarantee his 
system, he is now proceeding to destroy 
whatever remains of independence in 
other neutral states, to make that gua­ 
rantee complete. 
From his want of 
power to pass the Atlantic with his 
armies (a want of power for which the 
U. S. are indebted to the naval superi­ 
ority of G reat Britain, his system of a 
guaranteeing force may fail as to 


America, but as he cannot hope to shut 
American p o r t s against Great Britain 
by ocqutoujty fthd invasion, he hopes to 
effect m $4>urpo3C by management and 
fraud, a n d to accomplish that by insi­ 
d io u s r e la tio n , which he canuot accom­ 
plish by power. 


Great-Britain he feels is only to be 
ruined, by excluding her from every 
port in the world ; he hopes, therefore, 
to shut every port in Europe by force, 
and every port in Amcrica by manage­ 
m ent; he pretends to conciliate Ame­ 
rica by applause of her conduct, and a 
partial relaxation of his system m her 
favor. 
He accompanies the promise 
of repealing his decrees with condi­ 
tions, whith he trusts America will not 
disavow, and which he knows Great- 
Britain m ust rejec t; knowing at the 
same time that the relaxation of his de­ 
crees will be of little use to America, 
without a corresponding relaxation by 
Great-Britain, he throws every obstaole 
against concession to America by Great- 
Britain, making her perseverance in 
her retaliatory system mere than ever 
csscniul to her honor and existence.— 
And surely it will not escape the notice, 
or fail to excite the indignation of the 
American government, that the ruler 
of France, by taking the new ground 
now assumed, has retracted the conces­ 
sion which America supposed him to 
have made. 
He has inconsistently and 
contemptuously withdrawn from her the 
ground upon which she has taken a hos­ 
tile attitude against Great-Britain, since 
the repeal of our Orders in Council, and 
even the renunciation of our rights of 
Blockade, would no longer suffice to 
obtain a repeal of the Berlin and Milan 
dccrecs. 


His Majesty’s government cannot 
but hope that America, considering all 
the extravagant pretensions set forth 
by the ruler of Prance, in the Duke of 
Bassano’s report, and at the same time 
the resolution to march his armies into 
all states, into the ports of Which the 
English flag is admitted, acknowledge, 
that this docrine and resolution consti­ 
tute a complete annihilation of neutrali­ 
ty and that she Is bound as a neutral 
Suite to disavow and resist them. Every 
state that acquiesces In this report, must 
ac^Upon the principle, that neutral and 
enemy are to be considered hencefor­ 
ward us tho same in the language of the 
French law of nations, and Great-Britain 
has a ritfht to consider that every nation 


ho refuses to admit her flag upon the 
principle assumed, admits and recog­ 
nizes the doctrine of the report. 


1 will not now trouble you, sir, with 
many observations relative to the block­ 
ade of May 1806 ; as the legality of that 


;kading for 
lo have been sufficient to enforce it, has 
blockade, assuming the blockading force 


latterly not been questioned by you. 


I will merely remark, that it was im­ 
possible Great-Britain should receive 
otherwise than wilh the utmost jealousy 
the unexpected demand made by Ame­ 
rica for the repeal of the blockade as 
well as of the orders in council, when 
it appeared to be made subsequent to. 
if not in consequence of one of the < : 
ditions in Bonaparte’s pretended rt ; i 
of his decrces, which condition wu > v t. 
renouncing what he calls 
‘ jur i c .v 
principles of blockade 
’iiat the de ­ 
mand on the part of Amcrica was addi­ 
tional and new, is sufficiently proved by 
a reference to the overture of Mr Pink­ 
ney, as well as from the terms on which 
Mr. Erskine had arranged the dispute 
with America, relative to the Orders in 
Council.-—In that arrangement, nothing 
was brought forward with regard to this 
blockade. 
America would have been 
contented, at that time, without any re­ 
ference to it. it certainly is not more a 
grievance, or an injustice now, than it 
was then.— W hy, then, is the renuncia­ 
tion of that blockade insisted upon no,w 
if it was not necessary to insist upon it 
then ?—It is difficult to find any answer, 
but by reference to subsequent commu­ 
nications between France and Ameuca, 
and a disposition in America to couute- 
uance France, in requiring the disavowal 
of this blockade, and the principles upon 
which it rested, as the conditions smr 
yua non ot the repeal of Berlin and Milan 
decrees. It seems to have become an ob­ 
ject with America, only because it was 
prescribed as a condition by France. 


On this blockade, and the principles 
and rights upon which it is founded, Bo­ 
naparte appears to rest the justification 
of all his measures for abolishing neu­ 
trality, and for the invasion oi every 
state which is not ready with him to 
wage a war of extermination against tine 
commerce of Great-Britain. 


America, therefore, no doubt, saw the 
nectssity of demanding its renunciation 
but she will now see that it is in reality 
vain, either for America or Greui-liii- 
uin to expect an actual repeal o< the 
Ftench Decrees, until flteat-Iiriuin 
renounces ¡— First, the basis, vi*. the 


blockade of 1806, on which Bonaparte 
has been pleased to found them ; next, 
the right of retaliation, as subsequently 
acted upon in the Orders of Council t 
Further, till she is ready to receive th« 
treaty of Utrecht, interpreted and ap­ 
plied by the Duke of Basian0fs report, 
as the universal law of nations» and 
finally, till she abjures all the principles 
of maritime law, which support her 
established rights, no*v more than eve? 
essential to,her existence as a nation. 


Great-Britain feels confident that A- 
merica can never maintain or ultimately 
sanction such pretensions,and His Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent entertains 
the strongest hope, that this last'pro­ 
ceeding of France will strip her mea­ 
sures of every remnant of disguise ; 
and that Ameuca in justice to what she 
owes to the law of nations, and to her 
own honour as a neutral state, will in* 
stantly withdraw her countcnance from 
the outrageous system of the French 
government, and cease to support by 
hostile measures against British com* 
merce, the enormous fabric of usurpa­ 
tion and tyranny which France has en­ 
deavoured to exhibit to 
world as 
the law of nations. 


America cannot now contend that the 
Orders in Council exceed, in spirit of 
retaliation, what is demanded by the 
Decrees, the principles, or the usurpa­ 
tions of Bonaparte. The United States 
government must at last be convinced 
that the partial relaxations of those De­ 
crees in favor of America have been in­ 
sidiously adopted by France for the mere 
purpose of inducing her to close bet 
ports against Great-Britain,whichFrance 
cannot effect herself by force } and she 
must admit, that if Great-Britain were 
now to repeal her Order# in Council 
against France, it would bu gratuitously 
allowing to France the commerce of 
America, and all the benefits derivable 
from her flag, as an additional instru­ 
ment for the annoyance of Great-Britain, 
and that at a moment when every state 
is threatened with destruction, or really 
destroyed, for merely supporting th<nr 
own right to trade with Great-Britain. 


I am commanded, sir, to express on 
the part of His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent, that while His Royal 
Highness entertains the most sinCQjT* 
desire to conciliate America, be yet 
can never concede,ttq^tbe»blockade^>f 
May 1806, could justly be made m e 
foundation, as it avowedly has been, for 
the decrees of Bonaparte ; and further, 
that the British government must ever 
consider the principles o q which that 
blockade rested, (accompanied as it was, 
by an adequate blockading force,) to 
have been nt. ictiy consonant to the esta­ 
blished i.i\v of nations, and a legitimate 
instance gi the practice which it recog­ 
nises. 


Secondly, that Great*Britain must 
contiuuc to rejc .t the other spurious 
doctrines promulgated by France m tiie 
Duke of lia-siano # report, as binding 
up'jn a., i.dtions. 
She cannot admit, as 


a ■: 
declaration of public law, that 
!■ 
< pi make free goods, nor the con- 
f 
j I that proposition, that enemy's 
..ip.» destroy the 
character of neu- 
uii pi ope i ty in the cargo— she can- 
¡‘Ot consent by the adoption of such a 
principle to deliver absolutely the com­ 
merce of France from the pressure o f 
the naval power of Great-Britain and 
by the abuse of the neutral flag to allow 
her enemy to obtain,. without the ex- 
pence of sustaining a navy, for the trade 
aud property of French subjects a de­ 
gree of freedom and security which 
even the commerce of her own subjects 
cannot find under the protection oi the 
British navy. 


She cannot admit as a principle of 
public law, that a maritime blockade 
can alone be legally applied to for­ 
tresses actually invested by land as well 
as by sea, which is the plain meaning or 
consequence of the Duke of Bassaao’a 
definition. 


i>hc cannot admit as a principle of 
public law that arms and military stores 
are alone contraband of war, aud that 
ship timber and naval stores are exclud­ 
ed from that description. 
Neither 
she admit without retaliation that the 
mere fact of commercial intercourse 
with , British ports and subjects should 
be made a crime in all nations, and that 
the armies and decrees oi France should 
be directed to enforce a principle t# 
new and unheard of in war. 


Great-Britain feels that to relinquish 
her jubt measures cf self-defence »nd 
retaliation, would be to surrender the 
best means of her own preservation and 
rights, ajwl with them the rights of ether 
nations so long as France «nafctaiTt« 
and acts upon such principles. 


1 am commanded to represent bo the 
goverrnent of America, that Great* 
Britain feels herself entitled to expect 
from them an unreserved and. .candid 
disclaimer of the right of France to im~

She m ust recollcct that the Briush 
governnit'nt never for a moment coun­ 
tenanced the idea thut the repeal of 
those o»*ders could tlepend upon any 
partial or conditional repeal of the Oc> 
ci*ecs of France. 
W hut she always a- 
vowcd was her readiness to rescincl her 
O rders In Council as soon us France 
rescinded absolutely und uncondiuomUly 
her Decrccs. 
ijhc could not ctaer into 
any other engugeVncni wuhout iha gross* 
cst injuKticB to her allies &s well the 
neutt'ul nations in gniei'al, m uch less 
could she do so if any »pccial exception 
was lu be granted by 1 ranee upon con- 
diuons utterly subversive of the tuosi 
Im portant and indispuiahlc nmiiumo 
rights of the Britiah Einpive. 


Am crica has now aprorrcding foirc<i 
upon her by Francei on which, without 
^urlTndel‘ing any of those principle-» 
which she may deem it ncccssaiy foi 
her own honor and security to m.iin- 
lain, she may scp.u'ute herself from the 
v' ilence and injusiicr »f the enemy.— 
She owa« tiot only to herself, lo do so ; 
but she la entitled t ) resent that course 
of conduct, on the part of Franco, which 
is the onljgjimpediment, to hrr obt.unin(; 
what she desires, at the hands of (irewt- 
Britaiu, namely, the ifpciU 
the O r- 
ie r t In Council. 


I am authorised to icnew, 
to the 
American Governm ent, the ass*ira>Kc 
of hi'i Royal Highness'll anxious desire 
to meet the wishes of Am erica upon 
this point, whenever the conduct of the 
enemy will justify him in so doing. 


W hilst America could periuade her­ 
aclf, however erroneously, that the B er­ 
lin and Milan dect-eof had been uctuully 
and totally rapealed» and thut the exe- 
eution of the engagem ent made on t)mt 
couditiofi> by the B ritiih governm ent, 
had been declined, she m ight deem it 
justifiable^ aa a consequence of such a 
perauM lonao treat the interest and coru- 
m e i^ o f Fiance with preference and 
frlet»lahip, and those of G r«at-liritain 
wiVh hottU it^; but tl\ia delusion is at 
an end t A m erica now finds the French 
JDecreea not ouly lo full force» but point­ 
ed with augm ented hostility against 
CSi'eat-BHtain.— W ill the government 
of the United States declare, that tlie 
Ijaeasure now taken by Frsncei is that 
repeal o f |be-<^moxk»it» D ecrees wMeh 
A m erica expected would lead to tlie 
i*«pr.4l of ihe British Order* in Council.
